Domestic Refuse Collections 


This refers only to properties which are used solely 
for domestic purposes. Persons requiring collection 
from premises on which a business is run or is used for 
both domestic and trade purposes should contact the 
commercial department by letter at South Cambridge- 
shire District Council, Meadow House, 118 Water Lane, 
Oakington, Cambridge, CB4 SAL, or by telephone on 
(0223) 235468 for details of the collections. 


Refuse sacks 

Each household is allocated 90 sacks each year, and 
receives a delivery of 2 rolls of sacks (15 sacks per roll) 
3 times a year. 


Refuse Collection 

The authority will clear up to a maximum of 6 bags 
per household refuse per property per week, providing : 

a) Refuse is placed for collection at the kerbside, in 
the secure manner - ideally in black plastic sacks, by 
7.00 am of the day of collection. 

b) Asbestos, builders rubble, furniture, garden 
refuse, liquids, soil, stones, substances containing 
TBTO and any other large or heavy bulky item should not 
be put out for collection, as these items could cause 
injury to the authority's staff or damage to the freighters. 
Special collections of items which can not be collected 
by the freighter can be arranged by writing to the ad- 
dress above, or telephoning the number above and 
asking for extension 310. A charge is made for some of 
the above items. 

c) Broken Glass will only be taken if it is securely 
packaged and clearly marked as such. 


In addition the authority will take one bag of grass 
cuttings per property per week. It would be appreciated if 
these could be left in an open sack overnight before 
being put out for collection as this facilitates the collec- 
tion process. 

Should you wish to dispose of the refuse yourself, 
you may take it to Milton Refuse Tip, which is open to the 
public from 8.00 am to 8.00 pm Monday to Friday and 
8.00 am to 7.00 pm at weekends. Further details may be 
obtained from the county council:
